“A bird in the hand is worth two 
in the bush,” but the latest version 
is, “A fly in April is worth five hun­ 
dred million in July.” 
The natural 
inference, then, is that now is the 
time to swat. 
It was always advisable to sw at 
the droning flies of April, but it is 
even more so this year because of 
the conditions in this locality. 
The 
flood has left debris, the abode of 
disease, scattered about, and the fly 
is the little beast that is mean to 
carry them about and distribute them 
equally. 
The most 
authoritative scientist 
now specializing on flies is Prof. C. 
G. Hewitt, late lecturer in Alanehes- 
ter (England) university and present 
Canadian Dominion entomologist. In 
his last book, on house flies, publish­ 
ed by Cambridge university, 
which 
includes the 1912 
observations, 
lie 
says: 
“A single female fly is capa­ 
ble of depositing from 100 to 150 
eggs at one time and five or six, pos­ 
sibly more, batches of eggs during 
its short life,” lie figures egg laying 
on the Canadian climate basis, which 
is shorter than 
in 
most American 
states, beginning in June and con­ 
tinuing to October, 
lie says: 
“It is calculated that if the pro­ 


geny of a single pair of flies, assum­ 


ing that they all live, were pressed 


together at the end of the summer, 


they would occupy a space of about

As Is Always the Case Rushville Gets 


More for Tuition Fund Than It 


Pays in Dog Taxes. 


SMALLER TOWNSHIPS SUFFER 


Trustees Tardy About Reporting to 


Auditor, But He Settles With 


the State Treasurer. 


A settlement of all Rush county 
dog taxes was made with the State 
treasurer by Allen R. Holden, county 
auditor, 
this week. 
Rush county 
paid a sum total of $.34.4.3 into the 
State treasury from this fund. 
Under an act of 1911, five per cent 
of the surplus dog taxes collected by 
the township assessors and turned 
over to the township trustees must be 
turned over to the State treasurer. 
The amount paid the State official 
shall constitute a hydrophobia fund 
which is used at an institution in In­ 
dianapolis. 
People of limited means 
are given the Pasteur treatment at 
this institution at the expense of the 
State. 
The township trustees 
are com­ 
pelled, according to law, to make a 
report to the county auditor of the 
dog tax fund by the second Monday 
in March. Most of the Rush county 
trustees were tardy this year and the 
last of them were not heard from by 
the auditor until last Saturday. 
It 
required several days to prepare the 
report and distribute the funds. 
All 
but the trustees of Jackson, Center 
and Posev townships have their re­ 
p o rts <>n file in the auditor’s office. 
These three trustees made a showing 
of the funds on hand so the auditor 
could make a report, and will file 
their reports later. 
A total of $1,832 was paid in dog 
taxes in the nine townships 
where 
reports have been 
made 
by 
the 
trustees. The trustees are compelled 
by the law to turn over to the county 
auditor all in the dog tax fund over 
a hundred dollars. 
They keep out 
this amount to pay claims for stock 
killed by dogs. 
After the five per cent is paid over 
to the state, the remainder is distri­ 
buted 
among 
the 
township 
and 
school corporations tuition fund, ac­ 
cording to the school enumeration. 
This method seems about as un­ 
fair as the state distribution because 
as matv* counties do not receive back 
a s much from the state as they pay 
in, so also not many townships receive 
back as much as they pay 
to 
the 
county. 
The Rushville 
school cor­ 
poration, of course, 
receives 
the 
most, and in addition Rushville town­ 
ship receives a good sum, and at the 
same time Rushville township as a 
whole does not collect as much dog 
tax as some other townships.

•Co ntinued fro m Pag e 1 
equivalent to a building twenty-five 
feet wide, 100 feet long and 100 feet 
high. 
These figures, of 
course, 
really 
mean nothing except that they show 
the tremendous 
possibilities 
of a 
single fir and how vital a thing is 
the swat now when one sees the win­ 
ter hangtrver 
fly, and how 
utterly 
foolish it is to try to co pe with the 
fly by swatting after it has g o t well 
started in reproduction. 
Frank O. 
Stoekbridge, 
another 
student of the fly, finds that so many 
eggs go wnang and so 
many flies 
meet death in one way or other, that, 
“as a matter of actual 
experience 
and observation, it is estimated that 
for each pair of flies surviving the 
winter some eight million living in­ 
sects are 
propagated 
during 
the 
summer.” 
Though the reduction is 
tremendous, still eight million is a 
pretty strong argument for getting 
the early fly. 
Assuming that his fig­ 
ure« is correct—and it is not far off 
—how great an argument it is can 
only be

Great Structures Impaired by 
Water Soaking of 


the Soil. 
D 


ESPITE the fact that Home is 
considered the best w’atered 
and best drained city in the 
world, its soil is soaked with 
spring water, and it is a well known 
fa ct that a subterranean flood feeds the 
so called “ dispersed wa ters” which the 
Tiber fa lls to drain, as their lev el is 
lower than that of the riv er. 
There is dispersed water practically 
under ev ery building in Rome. 
Since 
ancient times the water supply has 
diminished by more than 37 ,000,000 g a l­ 
lons a day . and only four out of the 
fourteen aqueducts of old Rome still 
carry water to the city . 
Out of the 
tw'euty -three spring s in ex istence witb- 
in the city walls many hav e disappear­ 
ed ow'ing to the increase of modern 
soil, and their waters are lost 
The 
modern embankment of the Tiber pro­ 
tects the city from inundations, but it 
does not afford an outlet for the sur­ 
plus dispersed waters which still flood 
the foundations of many building s in 
the lower quarters of the city and con­ 
stitute a permanent menace to their 
stability . 


Successful Drainag e Done. 


Sev eral 
successful 
attempts 
hav e 
been made from time to time to drain 
portions of this subterranean alluv ium 
Thus the Coliseum was prov ided with 
a 
reg ular outlet 
for 
the enormous 
amount of water flooding its found» 
tions at a cost of about $200,000. Thp 
foundations of modern building s hav e 
been laid on dry soil after the w'aters 
had been absorbed by powerful steam 
pumps, and new drains hav e been pur­ 
posely built on many occasions. Often, 
how’ev er. the waters cannot be g ot uu 
der control, and quite recently the ex ­ 
ploration of a portion of Caracal la’s 
baths bad to be g iv eu up, as the dis­ 
persed w’aters found there were at such 
a low lev el that an attempt to drain 
them toward the Tiber prov ed impos­ 
sible. 
The g reat damag e caused by dispers­ 
ed w’aters to many ancient and histori­ 
cal building s of Rome cannot in most 
cases be remedied. 
As is often the 
ca se in Italy , and especially In Rome, 
an outcry is raised, and a remedy is 
urg ently inv oked whenev er some a n­ 
cient or historical building Is Irrev oca­ 
bly damag ed or threatens collapse ow 
ing to the corrosion of its foundations 
by dispersed waters. 
The authorities then step in. and 
some action is taken, while reassur 
ing sta tem ents are made to the effect 
that the dang er is not imminent and 
not bey ond remedy . 
A ease in point is 
that of the bascilica of Santa Maria in 
Trustev ere (St. Mary bey ond the Ti 
ben. the cardinnlitial title of Cardinal 
Gibbons, the first church erected to the 
Virg in in Rome and one of the oldest 
and most celebrated churches in the 
w’orld. 


Sp len did Chu rch Damaged. 


The ex istence of dispersed waiters 
under this church has been known 
for ov er thirty y ears, 
when 
slig ht 
cracks wore noticed on its walls due

to the g radual but slow subsidence of 
Its foundations. 
The cracks increased 
in ex tent and spread ov er both the in­ 
terior and ex terior walls of the church. 
The church is included amoug the na­ 
tional monuments of Italy , and as such 
the fine arts department is intrusted 
with its maintenance. 
Cardinal Gib­ 
bous on bis last v isit to Rome wrote to 
the fine arts department, pointing out 
that 
unless 
urg ent 
measures 
were 
taken the ex tent of the damag e in San­ 
ta Maria di Trastev ere would increase. 
The minister of public instruction hap­ 
pened to be an anti-clerical, and the 
cardinal’s letter remained unanswered. 
Needless to say , nothing was done to 
streng then 
the 
foundations 
of 
the 
church, and the inev itable result was 
that the architrav e of the left lateral 
door has been displaced, the marble 
slab with the inscription of Cardinal 
D’Altemps ov er this door has been 
split in tw'o, and sev eral pieces of stuc­ 
co, marble and bricks hav e fallen down. 
The left portion of the facade threat­ 
ens collapse, and the portico is g reatly 
damag ed. 
A wide crack runs across 
one of the interior w'alls of the church, 
while the stucco of the small chapel on 
the rig ht of the main entrance has 
been irrev ocably ruined. 
The fine arts 
department sent two inspectors. Pro­ 
fessor Munos and Professor Parisotti, 
to ascertain the ex tent of the damag e, 
but their report has not been made 
public. 
Meanwhile some precautions 
hav e been taken, such, for instance, as 
shoring up the damag ed door and re­ 
mov ing a ciborium by Mino da Fiesole 
from the chapel on the rig ht of the 
main entrance lest it should be dam­ 
ag ed if the chapel were to collapse. 
Of course it has been announced that 
the tine arts department will under­ 
take the necessary repairs, but natu­ 
rally it is not known when the repairs 
w'ill beg in. 
Orig in of Famous Church. 


The 
basilica 
of 
Santa 
Maria 
in 
Trastev ere is one of the most v enera­ 
ble churches in Rome. 
Orig inally it 
was a titular Christian house founded 
by S t Calix tus in the y ear 224 on the 
site of an asy lum for old soldiers, 
where a fountain of oil had broken 
forth ot the time of the Sav iour's birth 
and flowed away iu one day to the Ti­ 
ber. 
The 
w'ine sellers and tav ern 
keepers disputed with the early Chris­ 
tians for the site, but the Emperor 
Alex ander Sev erus settled the contro­ 
v ersy by sa y ing that tie preferred that 
it should beloug to those who honored 
God. whatev er theii form of worship. 
A century a fter its foundation the 
church was restored by J ulius 1., en­ 
tirely reconstructed in 1130 by Inno­ 
cent 11. and altered by Nicholas V.and 
Pius IX 
The interior of the church 
still retains its twelfth century charac­ 
ter. 
The nav e is div ided from the 
aisles by twenty two g ranite columns 
taken from an ancient temple of Iris 
and Sera pis. 
The pav ement is one of 
the richest specimens of Cosmati w’ork 
in Rome. 
The mosaics of the church 
hav e a worldwide celebrity . 


BUILDS COFFIN DE LUXE. 
FOR A NEW TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 


Man of Big Sta ture Preparing Gor­ 
g eous Resting Place. 
J oseph Lakow’ski of Perth Amboy , 
N. J ., is preparing his own coffin 
J oe, 
who is fifty -one. is hearty —far. indeed, 
from being a dead one—but he sa y s he 
wants to know that he is resting as 
comfortably in the hereafter as he has 
rested in the pa st 
A y ear ag o J oe 
started his task, and the building of 
the coffin has been his hobby . 
The oblong box will lie completed as 
soon as the g old handles arriv e from 
Chicag o. 
It is made of quartered oak 
imported from Poland and rests on 
four metal lion heads. 
The wood is 
hig hly v arnished, and the sides are 
embellished. 
The coffin is six feet 
eig ht inches in leng th, and J oe de­ 
clares he has lain in it many times and 
that it is most comfortable. 
Lnkowski weig hts 27 5 pounds and is 
a six footer. 
The top of the coffin is 
all g lass. 
The inside is heav ily pad­ 
ded with asbestos, but J oe refutes the 
reason for this adv anced by facetious 
folk. 


LONG STUDY OF FIXED STARS. 


Yale Esta blishes Dista nce to Nearest 
as Eig ht “ Lig ht Years.” 
Observ ations ex tending ov er some 
tw*enty y ears for the parallax of fix ed 
stars hav e been completed at the Yale 
observ atory . The observ ations hav e In­ 
cluded 238 stars of the northern heav ­ 
ens. 
The nearest of the stars which came 
under observ ation, w’hich, in fa ct is 
the nearest of all the fix ed stars of 
sev enth mag nitude and is inv isible to 
the northern hemisphere, is one of the 
sev enth mag nitude and is inv isible to 
the naked ey e. 
It is 4(5,000,000.000.000 
miles from the earth, denoted in astro­ 
nomical terms by about eig ht “ lig ht 
y ears.” 
This means that lig ht, which 
trav els about 18(5,000 miles a second, 
would require eig ht y ears to trav erse 
the distance from this star to the 
earth. 


Bernard Sha w Proposes Ang lo-French- 
German Compact. 
Bernard Shaw’ in an article in the 
London 
Daily Chronicle on “ Arma­ 
ments and Conscription.” discussing 
the harmful effects on Great Britain of 
a possible Franco-German w'ar, say s: 
“ Great Britain’s policy oug ht to be 
to secure the conclusion of a triple al­ 
liance with these two countries, the 
terms being that if France attacked 
Germany Great Britain 
w’ould com­ 
bine with Germany to crush France, 
but if Germany attacked France Great 
Britain would combine writb France to 
crush Germany . 
“ Germany doubts whether France 
would come into this alliance in her 
present temper, but 1 really do not see 
how she could help it if Germany con­ 
sented, because we should conclude a 
dual alliance if w'e could not hav e a 
triple one, in which ca se France would 
be In the position that, whereas she 
could 
not attack 
Germany 
without 
fig hting us, at the same time Germany 
could attack her without our interfer­ 
ence. The alliance should g uarantee, 
further, that if any power w'ere to a t­ 
tack either France or Germany the 
three w’ould line up tog ether ag a inst 
that power.’’

Supreme Co urt Ho lds That Its Pure 
Fo o d Law Is Vo id. 
W ashington, April 8 .—The W iscon­ 
sin pu re food law, a penal statu te, has 
been d eclared v oid by the su prem e 
cou rt. It was passed in 19 06 and mad e 
d ealers su bject to fine and im prison­ 
m ent who hav e for sale any good s not 
brand ed in accord ance w ith strict re­ 
q u irem ents of the W isconsin regu la­ 
tions. 
The law was one of the m ost 
d rastic passed in any of the states and 
m ad e the d ealer also liable to d am ­ 
ages for ill-health resu lting from u se 
of m isbrand ed or ad u lterated food s. 
The cou rt held that the law was 
m anifestly an interference with the 
fed eral food and d ru gs act, and there­ 
fore in conflict with the fed eral power 
to regu late interstate com m erce.

W ashington, April 8 .—The Demo­ 
crats introd u ced their long herald ed 
bill rev ising the tariff with the opening 
of the special session of congress. 
It is a m easu re d esigned to m ak e good 
their prom ise to the cou ntry to red u ce 
the cost of liv ing 
by rem ov ing or 
sharply red u cing the d u ties on the nec­ 
essaries of life and prod u cts controlled 
by the tru sts. 
U rged on by P resid ent 
W ilson, they hav e ad d ed to the free 
list m any of the prod u cts tha t enter 
into the ord inary m ark et bask et and 
slashed the d u ties on articles th a t con­ 
tribu te to the w arm th and com fort of 
the 
w ork ingm an 
and 
the 
av erage 
Am erican. 
The u sers of lu x u ries will find no 
com fort in the new bill. 
They hav e 
been called u pon to assu m e a bu rd en 
fu lly as large as tha t laid on them by 
the present Pay ne-Ald rieh law, and in 
ad d ition the m an of w ealth is su m ­ 
m oned to contribu te m ore liberally 
than ev er to help rem ov e the bu rd en 
of tax ation on those less able to bear 
It, as abou t $120,000,000 of the rev enu e 
need ed by the gov ernm ent is to be 
m ad e u p by the im position of an in­ 
come t&x , the first to be proposed u n­ 
d er the recently ad opted am end m ent 
to the fed eral constitu tion. 
All persons hav ing net incom es ov er 
$4,000 and also all firms and corpora­ 
tions and partnerships w ith an eq u al 
income will be called on to help m ak e 
u p this loss. 
The incom es of the la t­ 
te r will be su bject only to a flat tax of 
1 per cent, bu t ind iv id u als will be 
obliged to su bm it to a tax of a grad u ­ 
ated character, increasing w ith the 
size of the income. 
G enerally consid ered . P resid ent W il­ 
son’s tariff bill is a rad ical downward 
cu t w here it concerns the necessaries 
of life and prod u cts tha t are controlled 
by alleged monopolies. 
In 
regard , 
howev er, to other featu rs of the bill, 
notably the chem ical sched u le, the 
rates are in m any instances higher 
than those in the Pay ne-Ald rich law. 
The tariff bill contains im portant new 
ad m inistrativ e featu res. 
It d oes aw ay 
with 
the 
m ax imu m 
and 
m inim u m 
clau se of the present law and su bsti­ 
tu tes for this sy stem of retaliation a 
prov ision for reciprocity treaties. 
It also prov id es for a preference for 
good s carried in Am rican bottom s and 
contains featu res d esigned to elim in­ 
ate frau d s from the cu stom s serv ice. 
It pu ts the relations betw een 
the 
U nited S tates and the Philippines on 
an absolu tely free trad e basis and pro­ 
v id es for the repeal of the corporation 
tax law, su b stitu ting therefo r the in­ 
come tax . 
The m ost Im pressiv e cu ts in the new 
bill relates to food stu ffs and clothing 
and the raw m aterial which is u sed in 
bu ild ing pu rposes. The bill contains a 
free list in which is fou nd these item s 
of d aily consu m ption. All d ressed and 
prepared m eats, flou r, bread , m ilk and 
cream , 
potatoes, 
salt, 
swine, 
corn, 
cornm eal and fish. 
The m ost im pressiv e single cu t in 
the bill is th a t by which raw wool goes 
on the free list. It is now tax ed a d u ty 
of abou t 35 pr cent ad v alorem . 
By 
this single change the D em ocrats hav e 
red u ced the rev enu es from cu stom s 
receipts abou t $14,000,000. 
The bill also prov id es for u ltim ate 
free su gar. 
It proposes an im m ed iate 
red u ction of 25 per cent and the re­ 
mov al of the rem aining d u ty in three 
y ears. 
T here also hav e been im port­ 
ant red u ctions in farm prod u cts, and 
wool and cotton m anu factu res hav e 
been slashed sharply , while new spaper 
pu blishers of the cou ntry hav e won a 
long fight in hav ing print paper pu t on 
the free list as well as wrood pu lp.

W ashington, April 8 .—A fter tak ing 
the ad v ice of m any senators VicePresi- 
d ent M arshall has d ecid ed th a t he 
is not w arranted in lay ing before the 
senate the affid av it reciting charges 
of im proper cond u ct tow ard a woman 
against a w estern senator, which hav e 
been the su bject of gossip in W ash­ 
ington for a week or more, following 
an alleged occu rrence in a local hotel. 
In reaching this conclu sion the v ice 
presid ent took into consid eration the 
fact that the statem ent was ad d ressed 
to him personally and not to the sen­ 
ate as a bod y . W hen the com plaining 
persons who hav e m ad e the charges 
against the senator learned of the v ice 
presid ent's d ecision, which they d id 
from a letter ad d ressed to them , they 
im m ed iately took steps to ov ercom e his 
objection by ad d ressing to him a letter 
containing a m em orial to the senate 
which was in the form of an affid av it 
from the woman who had com plained 
and an accom pany ing statem ent from 
her hu sband . 
The first com m u nication which the 
v ice presid ent receiv ed was in the 
form of an affid av it from one of the al- 
legd w itnesses to the affair, not from 
the com plaining woman. 
The v ice 
presid ent had plenty of ad v ice from 
senators. 
A fter receiv ing a stead y 
stream of senatorial callers who u rged 
him to Ignore the charges, Mr. M ar­ 
shall finally d ecid ed he wou ld not lay 
the m atter before the senate in any 
form. 
Ju st w hat the nex t mov e will be is 
not k nown. The w estern senator’s as­ 
sailants are persistent. 
They insist 
that if necessary they will hav e the 
assistance of a U nited S tates senator 
in bringing the charges before the sen­ 
ate. 


Secretary o f the Interio r Ex plains Ho w 
Channels o f Mississippi Valley W a ­ 
terway s Mig ht Be Greatly Impro v ed 
To o 
Great a Task 
Fo r 
Indiv idual 
States to Undertake. 


Frank lin K. Lane, secretary of the 
interior, recently d etailed to a corre­ 
spond ent a plan for prev enting su c h j 
flood s as d ev astated Ohio and Ind iana. 
The plan, which presents itself to the: 
head of the d epartm ent of the interior { 
chiefly as an enorm ou s reclam ation 
project, hinges on the d eepening and j 
w id ening 
of 
the 
channels 
of 
ail j 
stream s liable to flood cond itions. 
Mr. Lane ho pes to see the idea car­ 
ried o ut thro ug h the co -o peratio n o f 
the federal g o v ernment, with the aid 
o f the states immediately endang ered. 
The eng ineering in co nnectio n with 
channels is directly in the hands o f 
the war department, and Mr. Lane 
takes no ex ceptio n to that. 
But be­ 
cause o f its reclamatio n features the 
plan he o utlines falls within the Juris­ 
dictio n o f his departm ent 
Aside fro m the perpetual pro tectio n 
ag ainst flo o d which he believ es his 
plan wo uld g iv e to settlers in lo w re­ 
g io ns, there are widespread districts 
alo ng the M ississippi and many o ther 
riv ers that wo uld be thro wn o nen to 
settlement. 
The land thus reclaimed 
from the swam ps mig ht g o a long 
way , in Mr. Lane’s opinion, 
to reim­ 
bu rse the states for the appropriationsj 
they wou ld be called u pon to mak e. 
What Co nstitutes Reclamatio n. 
“The reclam ation serv ice,’’ said the 
secretary of the interior, “u su ally is re­ 
gard ed as relating to the arid land s of 
the w est which are reclaim ed by bring­ 
ing w ater from the m ou ntains, bu t in 
another way reclam ation is a great 
problem in the Mississippi v alley and 
the e a s t 
ne re , of cou rse, the land is 
not arid and there is no scarcity of 
w ater. 
Bu t the w ater is to be remov ed 
from the land , and tha t is as fit su bject 
for reclam ation work as th a t now be­ 
ing carried on in the d esert land s ou t 
w e st 
* 
“The reclam ation of these ov erwater- 
ed land s, howev er, to be of real v alu e, 
m u st be preced ed by sy stem atic work 
on the channels of the stream s d rain­ 
ing the areas to be improv ed . 
The d is­ 
aster at Day ton Illu strates the point.

sy stem m u st be work ed ou t by the fed ­ 
eral au thorities, and the states m u st 
then m ak e their contribu tions in the 
way th a t will d o the m ost good to the 
w hole v alley affected .” 
Ho w this co -o peratio n between the 
federal and state gov ernm ents mig ht 
be effected Mr. Lane illustrated by 
plans no w pending befo re his depart­ 
ment fo r co -o perating with the state 
o f Oreg o n in reclaiming 3 0,000 acres o f 
arid land. 
The land is under the g o v ­ 
ernment’s 
o wnership—as 
the 
riv en 
wo uld be under the g o v ernment’s Ju­ 
risdictio n—and the g o v ernment eng i­ 
neers o f the reclamatio n serv ice aw 
asked to do the wo rk. 
The state o l 
Oreg o n supplies the water and co ntrib­ 
utes $4 5 0,000 to the wo rk. 
A similar 
sum may be put fo rward by the recffc 
matio n serv ice, but o n the understand­ 
ing that the sale o f reclaimed lands 
will liquidate the o blig atio ns assumed 
by the United States. 
Use of Panam a Machinery. 
In one of the many tentativ e plat­ 
form s a t the first Chicag o co nv entio n 
last su m m er there w as a strong plank 
for the protection of the settlers alo ng 
the bank s of the M ississippi riv er, li 
called for the u tilization of the ma­ 
chinery now in u se on the P anam a ca­ 
nal for the great work of d red ging the 
M ississippi, M issou ri and Ohio riv ers. 
Mr. Lane said th a t he d id not think 
the Panam a m achinery wou ld be fou nd 
q u ite fit for the work . 
The m achinery 
is d esigned chiefly for d ry land work , 
while the plan he ou tlined calls for 
mu ch d red ging in ru nning stream s. 
A com prehensiv e plan for treating 
the riv er problem is tha t of Senator 
Francis N ewland s of Nev ad a.
